The con­ 
vention was held in April at Lima, 
Ohio. I continued as a citizen of Put­ 
man County, Ohio, until I came to 
Indian Territory. 
“Every year after 1880 I was a 
delegate to some Democratic conven­ 
tion of three different years, was a 
delegate to the Democratic State con­ 
vention, frequently serving as chair­ 
man 
and 
often 
on 
the 
resolution 
committees. I was a delegate from the 
Fifth Ohio District to the Democratic 
National 
convention 
in 
1902, 
and 
served as the Ohio member of the 
committee 
on 
permanent 
organiza­ 
tion. 
None Better Than Texans. 
The Ohio Democracy is, from ev­ 
ery standpoint, equal to the Texas 
Democracy, so that Ohio would be 
in good Company. We have probably 
35,000 
Texas 
Democrats 
in 
Okla­ 
homa, and they are the flower of 
the flock in this state, and Okla­ 
homa is proud of its Texas asso­ 
ciates. 
“I was elected as chairman of the 
committee on resolutions at Denver, 
which I esteemed a great honor, and 
by that committee was directed to 
appoint a subcommittee. Hon. W. J. 
Bryan 
did not suggest to Charles 
W. Bryan, as reports have made it, 
the states that should be represented 
upon the subcommittee. Mr. Bryan 
expressed himself to me direct, as 
feeling that the Democracy at the 
Denver convention would formulate 
good committees. At the same time, 
feeling that his extended acquain­ 
tance 
would be valuable, 
I 
asked 
him to suggest a few of the States 
that would be in favor of Democratic 
ideas and freed from any sort of 
prejudice against government by the 
people. He gave me the names of a 
largo number of state, Texas includ­ 
ed; later three additional States ex­ 
pressed a desire to have representa­ 
tion, 
and 
these 
States 
were 
also 
recommended by Mr. Bryan, but as 
the sulxiommittee which the general 


was less than the total number of 
States listed, necessarily there had 
to be some omitted. The delegations 
from 
many 
of the States, 
feeling 
that they had peculiar interests to he 
expressed in the platform in their 
locality, for instance, Asiatic immi­

regions, 
made 
demands of different delegations, and 
appeared to me as entitled to con­ 
sideration. 
Hoes Net Becall Texas’ Desire. 
“ I have no recollection that the 
Texas delegation expressed any spe­ 
cial desire for representation on the 
subcommittee, nor did I know that 
I exas had any feeling on the sub­ 
ject until after the work of the com­ 
mittee was over, when Judge Brooks 
and myself discussed the matter, and 
his only interest as I understood him 
was to feel assured that Texas was 
not left off the committee because 
of any doubt as to her loyalty. 
‘I assured Judge Brooks that I had 
never heard the slightest question 
as to the loyalty of the Texas dele­ 
gation, and to assure him of the 
truth of my statement I called in 
Charles W. Bryan to corroborate my 
statement, that Texas was one* of the 
States that Hon. VV. J. Bryan had 
advised me was entirely satisfactory, 
and said to Judge Brooks that I had I 
l«?Tt the list with C. W. Bryan, tho 
day before. This statement of mine 
C. W. Bryan corroborated to Judge 
Brooks. I went further, and express­ 
ed to Judge Brooks that some States 
necessariIy had to be omitted from j 
the subcommittee end that 
u rg en t! 
appeals from other States had been; 
regarded, and that as Texas repre-1 
making no special appeal for repres-1 
sentation on the subcommittee we nat­ 
urally felt that Texas was satisfied. 
Thought Judge Brooks Satisfied. 
‘ My personal 
impression is that 
Judge Brooks himself was entirely 
satisfied with the explanation. The 
question of whether I am a novice in 
Democracy, 
which 
has 
also 
been 
charged, of course is not one that I ’ 
care to argue. For twenty-eight years 
I have been doing everything within 
my power for the Democratic party 
and whether it has been a great or 
little consequence is a matter for 
others to judge. 
The assertion that I assumed au­ 
thority not vested in me is one I 
do not believe even the Texas Demo­ 
cracy 
will 
indorse. 
As_ chairman 
of 
the 
committee, 
and 
empowered 
by the committee to appoint a sub­ 
committee, it was my privilege to 
appoint them without consulting any­ 
body, but, feeling that the welfare of 
the Democrats would be better pro­ 
moted by consulting others, I feel 
that I did the proper thing in con­ 
sulting those who felt su4icient in- 
committee directed to be appointed, terest to discuss the question.”
